THE SURE REVENGE. 

Revenge always comes at last, to all 
who wait for it patiently. The South 
will be very patient. She bas still left 
her the right of protest against the vio- 
lence consummated by her subjugation, 
of appeal to the reason and conscience of 
the civilized world: the right to detest 
oppression; the right to maintain by 
reason her opinions. 

She will keep ber oath, taken with the 
bayonet at her breast. She will support, 

prote defend the Constitution of the 
\'nited States, as interpreted by the 
Supreme Court of the United States; and 
oppose every violation of it by force 
or fraud. She will keep inviolate her 
plighted faith. She has the right to 
retain her political faith, the faith of the 
Sages who made the Constitution. That, 
at least, the north cannot confiscate, or 
sell for taxes. 

When the Southern States are re-ad- 
mitted into the Union, their people will 
not elect to office, either to govern or 
represent them, those who have been 
among them during the war, to fatten on 
their distresses, nor those of their own 
blood who fought against them by the 
side of the negro, nor those who sneaked 
aside, or hid away, or remained mute, 
fafe from danger, during the war, to re- 
appear as excellent and persecuted Union 
men, when the storm should have blown 

Those who were vociferous as 


over. 
State-Rights’ men in Congress but 
a few years before secession, and 


good Union-men for interest’s sake when 
secession came, will always be despised, 
and regarded as traitors and sneaks by 
the South. The Southern ‘people will 
never have become so humbled, so de- 
graded, so lost to all sense of self-respect, 
so unworthy to live, as to elect those by 
their votes, to any office, after elections 
are once free, who, while the rivers of 
Liood were running from every battle- 
field, with rills from their door-steps and 
bed-cyambers, from the bosoms of their 
eld fathers and young boys, into that 
sea of blood on which the restored Union 
swims, like Venice sitting on the islands 
of the ftagunes, were the allies of the 
freed negro aud the mercenary alien, 
hired at a thousand dollars a bead to 
shoot and stab all over the South. If 
they must vote for these, or not at all, 
they will prefer to be virtually foreign- 
ers, encamped upon a foreign soil, desir- 
ing no politieal rights, and without in- 
terest in the affairs of the country. The 
subjugated are seldom sorry to see ca- 
lamity and ruin advancing to overwhelm 
their tyrants. 

The South will not again resort to 
armed revolution to accomplish its pur- 
That was a folly, as many who 
proved truest to it in its calamities knew. 
It will not be repeated. SEMEL insani- 
Ouce only, not twice, we 
were insane. It will retain unimpaired, 
ani with even a firmer faith, its opinions 
in regard to the nature of the gov- 
ernment and the rights of the States.

Let the North, if it will, hold us as 
conquered Provinces. Absolute Power 
oppresses thosg whom it governs; but it 
corrupts the possessors: and to govern 
us by Satraps and Proconsuls, the Con- 
stitution must be destroyed for them as 
well as for us. De epotic power, so exer- 
cised by the North, must be to it the 
shirt of Nessus, whose poison will pene- 
trate to the marrow, and kill with horrid 
agonies. 

If we desired revenge, we need not be 
unwilling to see the despotism of the 
Military power increase and enlarge. 
Once called in, either to ‘protect’ or 
‘control’ the freedmen, to manage elec- 
tions, silence the press, prevent free 
speech or depose the Courts, itis a ne- 
cessity for it to encroach more and more. 
That necessity grows with what it feeds 
upon. One act of usurpation makes a 
dozen others unavoidable. If we desired 
revenge, we might well rejoice to see the 
North denuding itself of ali its Constitu- 
tional rights, and submitting to the lewd 
embraces of a low and sordid despotism. 
We can see that the day of the outpour- 
ng ef the wrath of God upon our oppres- 
sors and task-masters who rob us, is near 
at hand. The North is doomed,

When Omnipotence shall radically 
change human nature, and not until 
then, the angered, insulted and out- 
raged will pity those who, in wronging 
them, bring upon themselves deserved 
calamity and retributive ruin. 

We knowthat Martial law and Mili- 
tary insolence cannot last always. 
Stripes and shoulder-straps will, after 
while, cease to be regarded with ven- 
eration. It will not always be deemed 
glorious not to have been defeated by 
inferior numbers, A new party in the 
North will soon be in the market, bid- 
ding for Southern Senatorial and Electo- 
ral votes. We will have these for sale.

[t has within a few years been appa- 

rently proven that Joan of Arc was not 

put to death by the English, but married 

after the time of her supposed execution, 

and lived for many years. NIEBUHR 
showed that the early history of Rome, 
as written by Livy, was amyth. The 
fragments of Phienician history ascribed 
to SANCHONIATHUS are now deemed 
forgeries of a mucli later era. It is not 
known who the Shepherd Kings that 
ruled Egypt were, nor when CONFUCIUS 
and ZOROASTER really lived, or whether 
the works ascribed to them are genuine. 
Neither is it of later days any more 
certain that what we read for history is 
true. If we read the loyalist accounts 
of the inception of the war of the Revo- 
lution of 1776, we find much disputed 
and denied that we have always sup- 
posed to be indisputable. Read the 
history of the French Revolution by 
CABET, and you find your previous 
opinions as to men and things rudely 
shaken. Most of us remember in the 
accounts of the battle of Austerlitz, the 
incident of the loss of a large body of 
Bussians, who were crossing a lake on 
the ice, when NAPOLEON turned his 
cannon upon it, and broke up the ice 
with his balls, submerging the unforto- 
nate Russiaos. And yet Lieutenant 
Colonel MrrcHELL, of the English army, 
declares the whole account fabulous, and 
asserts that the lake was drained the 
next year, and that there was not a sin- 
gle body found there. So he avers, and 
challenges contradiction, that the French 
cdvalry at Waterloo never once charged 
ata gallop, but only ata tret, and some- 
times at a walk. 

If you would see how the facts of his- 
tory are put in doubt by partizan writers, 
and how often the generally accepted 
account is untrue, read the history by 
Worcorr of the struggles between 
the Federalists and Republicans 
in the time of WASHINGTON, 
ApAms and JEFFERSON. If you 
wuld know how utterly impossible it is 
to arrive at the truth in respect to the 
details of battles, read the English and 
American accounts of the nava! engage- 
ments of the secend war with England, 
and the Federal and Confederate ac-. 
counts of the battles of the Civil War. 
Ask any experienced soldier, and he will 
tell you that the official accounts of bat- 
tles often have very little resemblance 
to the actual facts, and the details 
given by the reports on one side never 
agree With those of the other, either as 
to numbers or manoeuvres, and often not 
as to results. Of course, when a strong 
power crushes a weak one, the strong 
writes the history, and the weak vainly 
expostulates aguinst the falsehoods and 
the slanders that are thus made to con- 
stitute history. What if we bad the 
Carthaginian accounts‘of the battles of 
HANNIBAL, and all the wars of which 
we have but the Roman version ’ 

Unfortunately, the invention of print- 
ing bas multiplied the facilities for mis- 
representation, for inventing falsehoods 
and denying truth; until History had 
indeed become what WALPOLE termed 
it, fiction. The perversion and fal- 
sification of facts had never been so 
enormous and systematic, as in respect 
to the late war between the States. The 
winner has here exercised to the fullest 
extent his prerogative of making history, 
of distorting and suppressing facts, of 
exaggeration and invention. This is es- 
pecially so in respect to all matters affect- 
ing the characters of the combatants for 
humanity, and observance of the laws of 
war as conducted by civilized Nations. 
It is even disputed whether Columbia in 
South Carolina was burned by order or 
permission of General SHERMAN or of 
Hampton. The burning of part of 
Richmond at its evacuation by the Con- 
federates has been charged upon General 
BRECKINRIDGE. Half thepeople of the 


North have been made to believe 
that Mr. Davis was in some 
way privy to the  assassintion 
of President Lincoun, What has 


become or is to be historical, in respect 
of the non-exchange of prisoners, and 
the causes of it? What, in respect to 
the inhumanities of the Northern Dart- 
moors ? 

Who can ascertain from the Federal 
accounts, how and why it happened that 
they were routed at the first battle of 
Manassas? Read the two accounts of 
the action of Oak Hills or Wilson’s 
Creek, and, but for the identity of names 
and locality, you would believe you were 
reading of two wholly different engage- 
ments, and you remain utterly at a loss 
whether the Federals or Confederates 
won the field, or you continue to think 
as you thought before, according to the 
side to which you belonged. 


It is a pity that some impartial histo- 
rian of the war could not arise before all 
the lies become generally accepted as 
historical facts,—chrystalized, asit were, 
into truths. We want a competent, un- 
prejudiced military bistorian, who cares 
for the fame of neither this General or that, 
nor is interested asa partizan to gloss 
over defeats, extenuate blunders, or ex- 
aggerate successes. If the Government 
of the United States acts honestly with 
the Confederate records and archives in 
ite possession, it may be possible to write 
a true and impartial history. To the 
materials for it, itis greatly to be hoped 
that Gen. Lee and Gen. JOHNSON will 
contribute by histories of their own cam- 
paigns. These the world would receive 
with almost implicit confidence, know- 
ing the upright natures, the integrity 
and honour of each of these great Cap- 
tains, 


For the other matters, which concern 
the characters of the combatants for 
humanity, and all the varied atrocities 
of the guerilla or petty warfare, of radis 
and jay-hawking, of the prisons, and 
military excesses in towns captured or 
occupied, the materials for history should 
be accumulated, for future if not present 
use. As yet, little has been done to- 
wards this in the South. For this there 
has been more than one reason :—reluc- 
tance to exasperate a conqueror already 
sufficiently inclined to ungenerous harsh- 
ness ; the desire in the South for the 
restoration of good feeling and oblivion 
of the atrocities of war; consideration 
for the innocent who have suffered from 
brutality; and despair of obtaining a 
fair hearing and the impartial judgment 
of the world, and of exposing the mis- 
representations and falsehoods which 
have been imposed upon it for truth.

we can bot hope thatany timely steps 
will be adopted for its prevention, or that 
those who are unhappily struck by the 
fatal arrow will be spared the sufferings 
and danger arising from confirmed dis- 
ease of the lungs. 

That this want of information does 
exist among the people can not be de- 
nied.
